Reply to Restriction and Election of Species Requirements 
REMARKS 

Claims 1-28 are pending in the present application. 

As stated on pages 2-3 of the, Office Action, the Examiner has required election in the 
present application between: 

Group I, claims 1-6 and 27; 
Group II, claims 7-10; 
Group III, claims 11-13; 
Group IV, claim 14; 
Group V, claim 15; 
Group VI, claim 16; 
Group VII, claims 17-19; 
Group VIII, claims 20-23; 
Group IX, claim 24; 
Group X, claims 25-26; and 
Group XI, claim 28. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicants elect, with 
traverse, Group I, claims 1-6 and 27, directed to the hair treatment composition 1 . Claims 1-6 
and 27 are readable upon the elected subject matter. 



The claims as amended on May 17, 2006, recite a "composition" and not an "agent" as stated in the Office Action. 
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Applicants traverse as there is no undue burden to search other Groups, especially when 
the claims from other groups depend on claim 1 (which is a part of the elected Group I). 

The Examiner has also required an election of species (see pages 5-7 of the Office 
Action) in the present application. For the purpose of examination of the present application, 
Applicants elect the species of Example 1 (claims 1-6 and 27). As acknowledged by the 
Examiner, at least claim 1 is generic. Applicants note that with the election of Group I, further 
election of species (3)-(8) is not needed. Regarding (1) and (2), Applicants also add the 
following information. 

A random copolymer as synthesized in Synthesis Example 1 is used for Example 1 . The 
four kinds of methacrylate monomers can be seem from Synthesis Example 1, wherein the 
methacryloyl-one end terminated organopolysiloxane having the formula (9) is copolymerized 
with the other monomers, thus forming a random copolymer in which the organopolysiloxane 
chain is a state of being grafted to the backbone chain of the copolymer. 

Also, regarding (2), Applicants elect a hair spray (see Markush group in claims 1 and 

27). 

An early and favorable action on the merits is respectfully requested.
